SENATE OPPOSITION 
READY TO POUNCE 
ON NEUTRALITY 


Washington, Sept. 29 (ZP>— Con­ 
tending that the administration 
neutrality 
bill involved 
“credit 
and carry,” not “cash and carry,’’ 
opponents of the measure today 
made Its financial section an issue 
second only to that of repealing 
the arms embargo. 
The measure, finally approved 
by the senate 
foreign 
relations 
committee during the day, would 
permit belligerents to buy arms 
or other materials here on 90 days 
non-renewable credit, subject to 
the approval of the president. 
Solon* Impatient 
Already chafing at this provi­ 
sion of the legislation, the oppo­ 
sition considered it a challenge 
when Chairman Pittman (D-Nev) 
of the senate committee said today 
that to the extent of the 90-day 
credits the bill would amend tho 
Johnson act. That law is a statute 
dear to the hearts of senators who 
have traditionally counselled Amer­ 
ican aloofness from the affairs of 
Europe. 
Most of them are allied 
with the opposition to the neutral­ 
l y bill. 
The Johnson act was passed in 
April, 1934, soon after an investi­ 
gation of tho defaults of several 
South American countries on bond 
ssues floated here, aud within a 
year after most European nations 
nad stopped making payments on 
• heir World war debts. 
Opening for Germany 
The law' forbids any American 
hank, or individual to make a loan 
• o any government which is in de­ 
fault on its obligations to the 
United 
States 
government. 
As 
*pn\w to the present war situa- 
ion. it w'ould mean that Great 
Britain, France and Poland could 
not obtain credit here. 
Germany, 
not having had any war loan here, 
would be free to do so, if she 
ould find lenders. 
So, in permitting 90 day credits 
o the three allies, the pending 
legislation, Pittman said, would 
amend the Johnson act. 
Senator 
Johnson (R-Calif), the author of 
that law, and a prominent mem­ 
ber of the opposition, w'as quick 
lo reply. He agreed with Pittman. 
It would not only amend, but 
‘•nullify,’’ his act, he said, aud he 
was determined to see that the 
legislation was changed in that 
particular. 
He had not. he added, 
derided just what course he would 
follow. 
“But

introduce 
an 
amendment and insist 
upon 
its 
adoption,” he said. 
While this issue was develop­ 
ing, the committee approved new 
language for the bill to make it 
clear that the 90-day credits could 
not be renewed, and that unless 
paid on time, the government re­ 
sponsible could obtain no further 
extension of credit until the de­ 
fault was made good.

planes were shot down by Nazi 
pursuit planes. 
The British asserted the attack

OUTLOOK GOOD 


Grouse Shooting Expect­ 
ed To Be Satisfactory 
Above Straits 


Marquette. — Grouse hunting, 
which opens Oct. I in the upper 
peninsula for a 20-day 
season, 
promises to be as good as or better 
than last year. This is a consensus 
of opinion 
among 
conservation 
officers amove the Straits almost 
without exception. 
They report 
seeing larger coveys 
of 
grouse 
than for several years. 
Early season shooting will be 
hindered by the foliage, which is 
unusually heavy this year. 
The 
longer season, however, will give 
hunters a chance to get even with 
the birds when the leaves are off 
the trees. 
In Dickinson county L. C. Brown 
of Felch finds sharptails a little 
more plentiful than last year and 
ruffed grouse fully as numerous. 
In Iron county the prospects are 
equally as good as last year advis­ 
es S. D. Robinson of Crystal Falls. 
“ Very good bird hunting will be 
found in this vicinity in just about 
any direction from Crystal Falls,” 
he says. 
“The west side of the 
county offers choice bird hunting 
in the Iron River area. Here you 
will find thick forest areas, flank­ 
ed and bounded by a network of 
old logging roads, which is ideal 
bird hunting ground.” 
Paul Houlmont of Stambaugh, 
who also patrols Iron county for 
the conservation department., 
re­ 
ports grouse more plentiful than 
last year. "The best prospects for 
hunting are in the western part of 
Iron county, near 
Gibbs 
City, 
Beechwood 
and 
Elmwood,” 
he 
says. 
Bert C. Furst of Seney agrees 
that broods of grouse are larger 
this year than last in Schoolcraft 
county. 
“ I saw’ one covey of 15 
this summer,” he says, but adds 
that it is hard to get an estimate 
of birds due to heavy leaves and 
grass. 
Looks Better Now’ 
T. J. Mellon, who also patrols 
Schoolcraft county, 
reports that 
he was a little doubtful about the 
bird situation in June, due to the 
heavy rains, but he concludes that 
“after my own observations and 
information from some of the old­ 
timers I am inclined to believe we 
will have just as good or 
better 
hunting than last year.” 
An oldtimer at Steuben reports 
many ruffed grouse to be 
seen 
along the Indian river. 
“ I 
have been at McMillan in 
Lure county for five years and I 
have seen more grouse this year 
than ever before,” advises Frank 
Generott. “ I can’t say just how 
many I have seen, but the number 
is 'way ahead of any other year.” 
Richard 
Beach 
of 
Newberry 
who also works in 
Duce 
county 
agrees that the grouse seem to be 
in good shape, about the same as 
last year, with possibly a slight 
increase. 
Prairie 
chickens 
are 
about the same on 
the 
grassy 
plains and in marshes. 
In the far west county of On­ 
tonagon ruffed grouse are in good 
condition and so are the sharp­ 
tails, says Aine A. Posio of Ewen. 
“ I have found sharptails near the 
edges of fields and 
in 
second- 
growth timber, and ruffed grouse 
on old logging roads where clover 
is abundant,” he says. 
Dick Lahti of Calumet reports 
that while he was stationed 
in 
Ontonagon county he saw’ many 
grouse. He considers the best pin­ 
tail grounds in that county to be 
near Tolfry, west of Ontonagon. 
Notes Gain Among Sharptails 
“Sharptails seem 
to 
have in­ 
creased considerably,” says C. E. 
Limpert of Bergland, also in On­ 
tonagon county. Ruffed grouse he 
says, are about as numerous as 
last year. 
Conservation 
officers 
in 
the 
eastern end of the peninsula are 
less optimistic about grouse hunt­ 
ing. “Grouse are not plentiful but 
prairie chickens are more numer­ 
ous than last year,” 
says F. W. 
Nelson, of Brimley, in Chippewa 
county. 
He would like to see a 
closed season. Joseph Hill of Pick- 
ford, in the same county, writes 
that he has seen more birds than 
usual but that prairie 
chickens 
have not shown up very strong. 
“There seems to be more grouse 
to the square mile this year than 
last.” 
says Leonard Bloomquist 
of St. Ignace, 
Mackinac county. 
Woodcock, however, are far from 
numerous. 
Irving Ladd of Trout Lake, who 
covers part 
of 
Chippewa 
and 
Mackinac counties, 
says he be­ 
lieves that the best grouse terri­ 
tory in that area may be reached 
from Trout Lake, Ptckford, Race, 
Eckerman, Rexton and St. Ignace, 
with the area east of Trout Lake 
probably offering 
a 
few 
more 
birds. 
The Detour side of St. Mary’s 
river will offer a fair amount of 
grouse, says Roosevelt Hakea of 
Drummond.

Traffic Code Means 
Study For Policemen 


Police Chief Michael Ettenhofer 
received a 38 page sheef of in­ 
structions and quotes of the new 
motor vehicle laws which went in­ 
to effect yesterday and promptly 
wrote for 14 more copies. 
“ It will take a little while for 
everybody on the force to become 
familiar with all 
those 
regula­ 
tions,” the chief said, “so we're 
going to have a set for each po­ 
liceman. 
Then after a couple of 
w’eeks, when everyone 
has 
had 
time to study them, we’re going to 
have a written examination. We’ll 
he going to school again around 
here.” 
Among the points of the new 
code hailed by the policemen here 


was one w’hich gives officers the 
right to order a “junker,” a de­ 
crepit rattling old wreck of an 
automobile off the street, in ease 
it is found to be unsafe. “These 
cars are one of the worst hazards 
on the streets and highways to­ 
day,” the chief said. 
Another point lauded by local 
policemen 
was 
the 
regulation 
w’hich says it is unlawful to cross 
the center line of a thoroughfare 
for any 
cause. 
Policemen 
said 
there is a lot of dodging across 
the line along 
Ludington 
street 
and that such violations 
will 
be 
watched. 
The state law also says it is 
unlawful to make even a right 


turn against a red 
traffic 
light. 
But there are only two of those 
here, so the Escanaba officers are 
not 
anticipating 
much 
trouble 
along that line. 
One other point in the state 
code is a regulation on bicycles, 
which says among 
other 
things 
that It is unlawful to stand up and 
pedal. The rider must sit on the 
seat, says the Jaw. He must not 
ride on the sidewalk anywhere. 
He can’t ride an extra passenger 
unless there is a seat for the ex­ 
tra. 
Milk, bread, bakery and other 
truck drivers, if they drive for 
hire, even though their pay is in 
commissions, must 
have 
chauf­ 
feur’s licenses under the new law. 
A farm truck, 
used 
exclusively 
for farm work, need not have a 
chauffeur’s license. 
And there are a lot of other 
points brought out in the long set 
of instructions as to police admin­ 
istration of the new’ law, enough

ITH a sharp upturn in business, due in 
part to the war in Europe, the ques­

According to a special 
bulletin from the Washington, D. C., head­ 
quarters of the National Geographic 
So­ 
ciety. the two walls of steel and concrete 
are roughly in the neighborhood of twelve 
miles apart as they follow

German land border from the Rhine 
to 
Luxembourg. On the Rhine, the defenses 
are close to the river’s edge. 
Retween the two major lines of fortifi­ 
cations. a super ‘No Man s L and’— six 
to 
seven miles on each side— holds the

posts, with extensive areas of barbed wire 
barriers. Along the ground have sprouted 
what the French call "asparagus beds” or

W ashington— This blase capital of the 
United States has seen all kinds of

bies, from bonus marches

notley army now storming the

A. Lindbergh which should clinch 
Roosevelt’s fight to lift the arm s 
embargo. 
Lindbergh, while 
emphasizing 
the urgent need that this country 
stay out of war, will m ake it very 
clear that he does not oppose lift­ 
ing the arm s embargo. 
F or some time Lindbergh has 
been distressed at the in terpreta­ 
tion placed upon his radio address 
th a t he was opposed to lifting the 
arm s embargo. 
The speech has 
been distributed in great num ­ 
bers by the embargo lobbies, and 
reprinted in various Nazi publica­ 
tions accompanied by extreme edi­ 
torial 
Interpretations 
which the 
flying colonel never m eant to con­ 
vey. 
Senator H arry Byrd of Virginia, 
who, although a vigorous critic of 
Roosevelt’s domestic 
policies, is 
just as vigorously behind his neu­ 
trality 
policy, 
has had several 
talks with Lindbergh about this 
and 
suggested 
to him th a t he 
clarify his position. 
Last Tuesday, the Senator and 
his 
young 
friend 
appeared on 
Capitol Hill, where the fam iliar 
form of Lindbergh was spotted by 
newspapermen immediately.

1939 
legislature 
for diversified 
attention to their interests 
that 
resulted in seven separate 
new 
acts. 
Most hunters will be interested 
In extension of the season on rab­ 
bits by 30 days in the upper pen­ 
insula and the northern half of 
low'er Michigan. Squirrel hunters. 
W'ho had to 
content 
themselves 
with other game last year, 
this 
season may hunt fox squirrels in 
all of the lower peninsula 
except 
Em met and Cheboygan 
counties. 
Gray squirrels also may be hunt­ 
ed this year in the northwestern 
corner of the 
lower 
peninsula 
bounded by highways M-46, US- 
131 and M-113 and including Lee­ 
lanau county. Upland game bird 
hunters will enjoy a season five 
days longer than last year’s in the 
lower peninsula and eight 
days 
longer in tile upper peninsula. 
Small game hunters as well us 
deer hunters will wear their 
li­ 
cense num bers across the 
backs 
of their hunting jackets this year, 
though no change in the law was 
necessary to provide for this. 
To the growing body of sports­ 
men who like to stalk their game 
as the Indians did, the legislature 
was generous.
